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MAKING THE EQUIPMENT DECISION 


There are over 72 phototypesetting devices on the marketplace today. This does 
not include the host of input keyboards, video display terminals, optical char¬ 
acter recognition units and other devices which make up the composition system. 

It is no wonder one of the most perplexing problems facing a company today who 
wishes to purchase composition equipment is that of deciding what he needs and 
then matching his needs with the right piece of equipment. The National Compo¬ 
sition Association has put together a workshop seminar program directed towards 
offering some insight into making the equipment decision. 

The first day of the program is devoted to developing the elements which are 
required in a composition system. Frank Romano, NCA f s Technical Director, will 
offer an overview outlining the specifications, capabilities, and other aspects 
of current photocomposition devices. Included in this presentation will also 
be a review of input devices. Mr. Romano will then construct for us the funda¬ 
mentals of a composition system. What is a system? and what are its elements? 
will be the basis for this discussion. This presentation will be followed by 
"Photography 1 s Role in the Photocomposition System." This discussion will 
cover film versus paper, stabilization paper, proofing, quality control, and 
other topic areas. The Role of the Computer as it applies to composition will 
also be discussed. The day will be completed with a final summary session. 

To bring the first day’s events into focus, equipment demonstrations will be 
available. 

The following day will be devoted to "How to Make the Equipment Decision." 
Guidelines will be presented and discussed. A major portion of the presentation 
by Donald H. Goldman, NCA’s Executive Director, will be based on NCA’s booklet, 
"Guidelines for Making the Equipment Decision." Following this session, case 
studies of various companies who have made the equipment decision will be pre¬ 
sented. 

The afternoon session will give a hands-on opportunity to those in attendance 
to make a decision based on using these guidelines. Roundtable workshops will 
be conducted including a report on the results from these discussions. 

Meeting materials to be distributed are NCA's "Handbook of Composition Input" 
and the "Guidelines for Making the Equipment Decision” booklet . 

Registration fees for this meeting are $60.00 for the first NCA member regi¬ 
strant and $50 for each additional registrant from the same company; and $90.00 
for the first nonmember registrant and $80.00 for each additional registrant 
from the same company. This includes two meals and a reception. As with our 
previous seminars, registration will be limited to 75 people.
